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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) Applicant's election without traverse of invention I, drawn on claims 1-14, 
in the reply filed on 5/3/2006, is acknowledged. 

Claims 15-18, are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2) Claims 7-14, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the mixer and/or conveyor" in line 4. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
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international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology 
Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. 
patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 

3) Claims 1-14, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dezutter (6,811,879). 

The applied reference has a common inventor, Dezutter, with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 32 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claims 1-2, 7-9, 12-13: Dezutter discloses process wherein pulp is 
blended with adjuvants, flaked and finally dried, as shown in Figure 1 . The pulp 
is a dewatered pulp as disclosed by Vrbanac in US 6,769,199, (the disclosure of 
which is incorporated by reference in its entirety). The pulp enters a screw 
where mixing occurs and then proceeds to a flaker. Then the flakes are dried in 
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a drum drier. Even distribution of pulp onto a belt conveyor is disclosed by 
Vrbanac in Figure 2. 

Claims 3, 9: jet drier drying is disclosed by Vrbanac (Abstract). 

Claims 4, 10: the adjuvants are disclosed (Dezutter, col. 4. lines 45-68). 

Claim 5: dewatering occurs in a screw press (Dezutter, col. 5, lines 1-2). 

Claims 6, 1 1: the flakes size is disclosed (Dezutter, col. 5, lines 18-20). 

Claim 14: leveling by chute and rotary distributor are disclosed by Vrbanac 
in Figure 2.
